Public Educator Horace Mann 
Honored by American Students

“Be ashamed to die until you 
have won some victory for human- 
ity.” 
These were the words of Horace 
Mann, one of the great crusaders 
for public education in America. 


uesday May 4, is his birthday. j 


illions of students in America’s 
public schools will honor this great 
educator and for the educational 
benefits his work made possible. 


Impoverished Childhood 


His childhood was one of pov- 
erty. Until he was 15, he never 
attended school more than eight or 
ten weeks out of the year. But in 
1816 he entered Brown university 
and graduated in 1819 with the 
highest scholastic honors. A con- 
erete example of steel determina- 
tion and will power, for Horace 
Mann had lifted himself up from 
his childhood poverty and ignor- 


ance to be a man of superior in- 
telligence. 

In 1853 Mann assumed the 
presidency of Antioch college, a 
new institution established at Yel- 
low Springs, Ohio, which was to 
be non-sectarian and open on 
equal terms to both sexes. The 
determining reason which led him 
westward was the prospect that 
this new position offered for sup- 
plementing his achievement of his 
ideals of co-education and non- 
sectarianism in higher education. 

Finally worn out by his tireless 
labours in the administration of the 
college and his educational crusad- 
ing, Horace Mann died at Yellow 
Springs on Aug. 2, 1859. He wasa 
martyr to education, a man who 
fought not only for his children but 
for the coming prosperity of all 
ages. America knows this man 
eh not have been ashamed to

session. This year’s six week per- 
iod will be from June 21 to July 
30. 


Each summer the junior college 
offers courses in high school and 
jaysee subjects. In addition to 
the 32 college courses and 17 high 
school courses, more classes will 
be added if there is sufficient de- 
mand, Russell stated. 

All instruction will be on the 
college campus at Tenth and Main 
streets. School will take up at 7:30 
a. m. and close at noon. 

Work done in the summer ses- 
sion is given full credit by the 
universities. The credit is also 
transferable, it was said. 

College students may register 
for not more than six semester 
units of college work, according 
to the announcement.. High school 
students may not take more than 
one high school unit or ten semes- 
ter periods. 

A small tuition and registration 
fee are charged. Charge is made 
according to the amount of units 
taken.
